"The- original  destination,  of  the.. party  was  the  Charles-  River, 
but  an  unfortunate  misunderstanding  .which  arose  between 'the  captain 
and  the  passengers  *  resulted  in ‘the  latter’s  being;  summarily  put 
ashore-  at  Nantaskett, '  now.  Hull,,  where  they.  were  obliged  to  shift  • 
for  thentselves  as  best  they  could,  on  the  Lord’s  Day,  May  30,  1630... 
Before  long,  however,  they  reached  the  main  land 'and  settled  at ^Dor¬ 
chester,  now  South  Boston,  on  the  Old  bay,  where  they  found  good  -pas¬ 
ture  for  their  cattle.  They  were  -the  firpf  settlers  and 'founders  of 
that  place,  and  the  first-  town  government'  arid  church  were  here  estab¬ 
lished  by  them.  His  name  on  the-  Boston  and  Dorchester  records  is 
spelled  with  a  final  "e." 


"Thomas.  Holcomb- was .made  : a- Freeman,  May, 14, .  1634.  On  Aug.  13 
1635,  he  sold- his  house  and  lands  to  Richard  Jones,  and  removed  to 
Windsor,  Conn.,  with  some  .sixtyor  more  others.  With  the  first  dawn 
of  spring,  April,  1636,  these  brave  hearts,  undaunted,  established 
their  residence  and- took  possession  of  ; the  land  at  Natianuck  --  now 
called  Windsor  (Conn. ),- built  the  palisades 'and  log  houses  and  thrust 

out  alj.  intruders  at  a  point  where :  the  Farmington  and  Connecticut 
Rivers  meet. 


Here  Thomas  Holcomb  had  a  ,,lpt.  ,14|.  rods  wide,-  granted -to  him  ;  : 
about  >  of  a.  mile  north  of  the  Windsor  church.  -He  was  'evidently  a 
man  of  quiet  habits,  a  member  of  the  church  and  of  some  influence  in 
the  early  affairs  of  that  town.  He,  was  ,one  of  thp-se  who  represented 
Windsor  at- Hartford, ■  in  1639,  'in  forming  .the' Constitution  of  the  Colo¬ 
ny  of  Connecticut.  *  * *•  . 


In  the  spring  .of  1639  he,  together  with- Geo.rge,  Griswold -and  Ed¬ 
ward'  Bartlett,  removed  four  miles,  to  the . northwest  among  the  Indiana 
and  from  them  bought  land  at"Poquonock.  In  1640  he  built  a  frame 
brick-lined  house  on  Stony  Brook,  about  one.  mile  south  of  Poquonock 
Center,  where  he'  had  a  plot  of, twenty  acres. 


"He  had  ten  children,  four  sons  .and-six  daughters.'  He  died 
Sept.  1657,  age  -56,  leaving  a' widow,  Elizabeth,  and  three  sons,  JOSH¬

(Page  104  of  the  Genealogy) 
just  about  100  years  ago.  He  made. it  for  the  use  of  his  classes  In  . 
Astronomy,  and  it  was  the  first  Hers che Ilian  Telescope  made  In  this 
country.  The  Hers che Ilian  Telescope  Is  of  the  reflecting  type,  like 
the  big  60-inch  one  at  the  Smithsonian  Institute’s  solar  observatory 

”He  made  a  surveying  instruments  and  a  number  of  other  tele¬ 
scopes  between  1825  and  1842:  one  for  Yale,  one  for  Wesleyan,  one 
for  William’s,  one  .for  the  City  of  Philadelphia,,  one  for  New  York 
City,  and  some  for  private  individuals  In  other  places-.  He  was  the 
recipient  of  a  number  of  honors  for  his  achievements,  among  them  be¬ 
ing  the  Scott  Medal,  the  Franklin  Institute  Medal,  and  the  Gold  Me¬ 
dal  of  the  Institute  (American)  of  New  York  City,  and  the  honorary 
degree  of  Master  of  Arts  from  William  College.  Amasa  Holcombe  also 
made  the  first  camera  that  ‘took  daguerro types  in  the  United  States. 

’’Most  of  the  famous  Holcomb-es ,  at  least  since  the  day  of  Sir 
John,  the  Crusader,  have  been  warriors,  in  the  service  either  of  God 
or  Country.  The  D.-A.R.  records  contain  about  thirty  Holcomb-e  Revo¬ 
lutionary  ancestors.

people  for  the  same'  office,  serving  as  1  resident  of  the  Board. 

nHis  name  appears  on  a  tablet  in  the  County  Jail  Annex  of  the 
Court  House,  he  being  President  of  the  Board  of  Revenue  that  built 
the  annex.  He  served  one  'term  as  a  Member  of  the  Public  School 
Board/  and  when  barely 'twenty- one'  years  of  age,  was  elected  a  Member 
of  the  Democratic^  Committee,  serving  five,  terms.  In  1914,  Mr.  Hol¬ 
combe  was  again  elected  Sheriff  of.  the  County,  retiring  In  1918.  He 
was  seeking  again  to  serve  the'  people  as  their,  head  law  enforcement 
officer  when  he  died,  1922.

"John  Holcombe  married  Elizabeth  Woolrich,  a  Quakeress  of  Ab- 
ington  (They  appear).  To  them  rere  born  John,  Samuel,  Grace,  Mary, 
Julia  and  Richard.  -John  Holcombe  built  the  stone  house  which  is  still 
standing  off  the  main  street  on  the' hillside  of  Lambertville . 

"History  will  now  introduce  to  ym  Samuel  Holcombe,  a  son  of 
John  Holcombe.  Samuel  marries  Eleanor  Barker  (They  appear),  who  was 
not  a  Quakeress,  thus  the  break  in  this  faith  was  made  and  he  and  his 
wife  became  interested  in  Colonial  affairs..  Samuel  died  before  the 
outbreak  of  the  Revolutionary  Mar  but  his  sons  all  gave  freely  of 
their  services  in  the  cause  of  the  .Colonies.  . 

"Elijah  was  a  son  of  Samuel -and  we  are  told  that  he  served  in 
s'everal  different  capacities  in  defense  'of  his  country.  History  re¬ 
cords  that  he  was  once  taken  prisoner,  but  escaped  by  swimming  to  a 
boat  in  the  Hudson  River.  Most  of  his  descendants  now  live  in  Ohio, 
California  and  other  Me stern  States. 

"  Richard  Holcombe-  was  also  a  son  of  Samuel,  and  it  is  from 
his  direct  line  that  nearly  all  the  Lambertville  Holcombes  are  descend 
ed.  Richard  Holcombe  and  his  wife  ,  Ann' Emiey,  occupied  the  old  home¬ 
stead  at  the  time  General  Mashington  made  his  headquarters  there. 

"One  morning'  as  Mashington  and  his  staff  were  leaving  their 
comfortable  quarters,  Mrs.  Holcombe,  with  natural  curiosity,  asked, 
"General,  where  are  you  going?"  "Mrs.  Holcombe,"  said  he,  "Can  you 
keep  a  secret?".  "Oh  yes,"  was  the  delighted  reply.  "So  can  I,"  re¬ 
plied  Washington.  The  little  child  at  Mr.  and  Mrs .  Holcombe’s  s ide . is 
Little  Ann,  and  history  records' that  she  was  a  child  of  three' years 
when  General -Mashington  visited  their' home. 

"Emiey  .Holcombe,  was  a  son  of  Richard  Holcombe.  Emley’s  wife 
was  Mary  Skillman.  They  were  married  in  1803.  Emiey 'was  one  of  the 
families  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  at  Lambertville.  He  was  one  of 
the  building  Committee  that  erected  the  .first  church  building  on  the 
sight  of  which  the  present  church  stands.

James  I*  Holcomb  C-225,  of  Indianapolis,  Xnd. 

Cousin  James  spoke  a  word  of  appreciation' of  the  splendid  work 
that  has  been  done  by  the  committees  in  organizing  the  Reunion,  and 
made  special  reference  to' thq  great  amount  of  conscientious  effort 
put  forth  by  Cousin  Jesse. M-.  Seayer. 

He  then  told  many: interesting  reminiscences  of  Dr.  William  Fred- 
ric  Holcombe,  whom  he  had  known  intimately  a  few  years  before  the  Doc¬ 
tor’s  death.  He  told  how  the  doctor  was  up  In  New  Hampshire  at  a 
summer  resort  when  he  vras  a  young  man  about  twenty- one  years  of  age, 
stopping  at  the  same  hotel  where  Daniel  Webster  was  confined  during 
his  last  Illness.  ’’There  being  no  other  doctor  handy,  one  day  he  was 
asked  by  Daniel  Webster’s  son  if  .he  -  would  come  in.  and  wait  on  his 
father.  '  Young  Holcombe  .said -he  would  give  anything  just  to  see  the 
great  man,  and,  of  course,  would-  fee!  honored- to  visit  him  profession¬ 
ally.  ” 

’’Then  he  went  In,  Daniel  Lobster,  In  his  deep,  gruff  voice,  asked 
the  young  doctor  what  he  knew  about  medicine.  Holcombe  told  him  about 
how  he  had  been  to.  Europe,  how  he  Happened  to  know  some  of  the  men 
that  Lebster  knew,  and  continued  talking  for  about  a  half-hour,  when 
his  patient  said,  !‘  ’hell,  doctor,  you  have  ' talked  to  me  nowr  for  about 
half  an  hour  and  I  feel  so  much  better  X  don’t  know  whether  it  is  ne¬ 
cessary  for  you  to  prescribe  'for  me  wr  not,  but  go  ahead,  I  will  take 
anything  you  give  me.’’  Young  Holcombe  kept.  Y/aiting  on  the  great  man 
f nr  five  or  six  weeks,  then  went  to  New  York  and  started  practising 
medicine.  He  didn’t  get  a  bit  of  publicity  or  benefit  from  this.  A 
doctor  today  vrho  would  have  done  that  Yrould  have  immediately  become 
famous . ”  .  '  h 

'Cousin  James  I.  took  as  his  theme  the  saying:  ”No  man  liveth  unto 
himself  alone.”  He  then  brought  out  -the  point  —  ’’From  earliest  his¬ 
tory  the  story  of  mow  is  the  story  of*  organization.* .  Gideon  found  the 
people  sunk  , in  idolatry  and.  sloth,  'plundered  by  the  Amalekites  and 
Midianites,  and,  after  gathering  together  'and  organizing  a  few  of  the. 
best  men  he  easily  conquered  the  enemies  ,of  the  Lord  on  Mt.  Gilboa. 

Dov/n  through  'the  ages,.  ‘Alexander  had  his  -army,  Caesar  had  his  cohorts, 
Napoleon  had  his  battalions.  Lord  Nelson  had  his  navy.  In  the  late 
war,  when  all  of  the  allies  got  together,  one  great  organization,  under 
Foch,  they  were  sokn  victorious.” 

Mr.  Holcomb  spoke  of  the  wonderful  organization  of  the  Methodist 
Church,  of  which  he  is  a  member.  ”A  great  part  of  the  beneficient 
effects  of  the  Church  oh  the  history  of  the  world  has  been  through  its 
organization.  -’All  for  one  and  one  for  all.’  Association,  coopera¬ 
tion  and  coordination  were • constantly  used;  In-  business  --  business  al¬ 
most  claims  them  as  its  exclusive  property.  '  • 

”  No  one  at  this  time  can  definitely  say  just  Yrhat  a  Holccmb-e 
organization  could  or  Y/ould  do,  but,  through  organizing  and  getting  to¬ 
gether,  the  right  things  to  do  would  be  brought  out.  Le  should  strive 
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for  a  correct  "Genealogy, r  v;hich  is  the  most  important  thing,  the 
that  will  give  the  most  lasting  and  far  reaching  benefits," 

He  dwelt  upon  the  inspiration  derived  from  the  record  of  noble 
or  praiseworthy  deeds  of  other- members  of  the  family;,,  the  preserva¬ 
tion  of  interesting,  valuable  heirlooms ;•  how  an  'Association  v/ould  in¬ 
still  in  all  the  pride  of  name,  anc^he  --a  great  restraining'  influence, 
as  well  as  a  great  stimulus  for  a  nobler  and  richer  character  and  life. 

"As  you  turn  the  pages'  of  history  you  read  from  them  that  first 
we  had  pride  of  family,  then  pride  of  clan,  then  pride  of  town,  and 
last  pride  of  nation.”  'Hence  came  the.  meaning  of  "patriotism." 

Mr.  Holcomb  stated  that:  he  was  thoroughly  convinced  that  an 
Association'  of  the  kind  proposed  would  be  of  value  to  all  the  members 
of  the  Ho Icomb-e  family  now  living,  and  that  the  generations  of  Hol- 
comb-es  yet  to  follow  will  greatly  benefit. through  this  association.

The  Ball'  was .  a  very  colorful  and  pleasant  occasion  and  was  well 
attended.  $f  course,  the  Ho.lcomb— es  arc  very  modest,  and  none  volun¬ 
teered  to  appear  as  candidates  for  the  "beauty  prizes."  The  "beauty". 
Miss  E.  Madeline  Holcombe,  was  chosen  from  about  twelve  attractive 
young  ladies  who  were  "dragged"  to  the  center  of  the  floor  by  admir¬ 
ing  cousins.  The  "handsome" -  man,  George  A.  Holcombe,  was  chosen  in 
the  same  manner. 

Cousin  Charles  D.  Holcombe  proved.,  to  be  the  logical  man  for  Mast¬ 
er  of  Ceremonies.  ©n  the  second  day  he  introduced  all  the  speakers 
and  conducted  the  exercises . in  an  admirable  manner,  re  owe  him  a  vote 
of  thanks  for  his  work  in  connection  with  the  association. Committee, 
also.  Cousin  James  I.  Holcomb  is  the  man  who  put  the  "pop"  in  popcorn. 
He  made  a  good  impression  and  many  friends  at  the  Reunion. 

Though  the  Southern  Holcombes  present  were  few  in  number,  they 
were  excellent  in  quality.  At  the  last  minute  v:e  were  informed  that 
Cousin  Decatur  J.  Holcombe,  who  had 'been  chosen  as  their  spokesman, 
could  not.be  present.  Cousin. Leila  Holcombe  Was  "drafted"  to  speak 
for  the  Southern  Line,  and  she  handled  the  subject -in  a  manner  that  de¬ 
lighted  all  those  present. 

The  handsome,  blonde  cousin  who  relieved  the  Holcomb-es  of  their 
cash  at  the  ticket  office  was  Russell  H.  Fisher,  of  Ringoes,  N.J. 

He  is  a  Holcombe  descendant  and,  also,  married  a  'Holcombe  girl,  daugh¬ 
ter  «f  Cousin  Charles  HolcomT»e,  of  Ringoes.  Cous in'^Russell  did  valua 
able  service  and  didnft  "hold  out"  on  us  I 

Cousin  rilliam  H.  Holcomb,  of  ^'oodward,  fkla.,  was  quite  an 
"attraction."  He  is  a  typical  cowboy  and  is  proud  of  it.  He  wore, 
at  the  Reunion,  a  ten-gallon  hat  and  other  raiment  to  match.  He  and 
his  wife  Lela  came  all  the  way  from  Oklahoma  in 'their  Ford. 

The  exhibits  attracted  considerable  interest..  Besides  those  of 
Cousin  Loomis,  mentioned  elsewhere,  there  were  the  foil ow ing :  JESSE 
M.  SERVER:  numerous  pictures  and  manuscripts;  by  HIRAM  F.  HOLCOMB: 
a  large, uvery  interesting  scrap  book  which  formerly  belonged  to  Dr. 
T'illiam  F.  Holcombe,  etc;  ley  C-ECRGE  A.  HOLCOMBE:  a  copy  of  the  Holcombe 
Parish  (England)  Register;  by  FRANCIS  M.  FILS ON:  a  register  of'  the 
Holcombe  Reunion  at  lit.  ^iry,  N.  J.  ;  by  LUCILE  HOLCOMBE  KERVIN:  a 
bed  set  made  by,  Holcombe  ancestors;  others  too  numerous  to  mention. 

Cousin  Howard  L.  Ventworth,  of  Albany,  N.Y.,  turned  in  an  excel¬ 
lent  poem,  entitled  "THE  HOLCOMB-E  CLAN, "  on  the  day -of  the  Reunion. 
Unfortunately,  we  did  not  find  time  to  read  it  to  the  assembly.  •  The 
poem  is  excellent  and  we  hope  there  will  be  another  opportunity  to 
publish  it  in  the  future.  . 
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.Reports  of  the  Reunion  appeared  in  a  number  of  newspapers  in 
various  parts  of  the  country,  including:  Philadelphia  — •  The  Inquirer, 
the  Ledger  and  the  Bulletin;  Lambortville ,  N.J.  —  The  Beacon.  The 
report  in  the  latter  was  the  most  complete  and  accurate. 

In  the  program  of  the  First  Baptist  Church,  on  Sunday,  Oct.  3, 
the  following  appeared:  "welcome  today  to  the  Holcombe  families  hav¬ 
ing  their  Reunion  in  this  city.  A  noted  progenitor  of  their  was  pas¬ 
tor  of  this  church  from  1812  to  1824,  a  period  of  great  activity  in 
this  church." 

It  ms  believed' that,  taking  all ' things  into  consideration,  this 
was  the  most  elaborate  family  reunion  ever  held  in  this  country.  In 
addition  to  the  splendid  time  enjoyed  by  all  who  were  present,  the 
Reunion  brought  into  being  a  permanent  HCLCOMB-E  FAMILY  ASSOCIATION. 

A  number  of  the  cousins  have  already  joined  and  the  Treasurer  of  the 
new  organization  has  nearly  $200.00  in  cash  on  hand.  The  good  will 
created  by  the  Reunion  and  by  our  national  publicity  combined  with 
the  foregoing  certainly  justified  the  work  and  expense  involved. 

It  is  not  correct  to  say  that  we  were’  "disappointed"  in  the  at¬ 
tendance.  Our ' conservative  estimate  shows  that  there -are  probably 
3$,0®0  Holcomb-es  or  Holcomb-e  descendants  in  this  ••.country .  T'e  were 
hoping'  that  we  Would  have  from  2, OtO  to  5,000  of  them  at  this  Reunion. 
Te  were  encouraged  by  reports  that  there  was  an  attendance  of  3,000 
at  -the  Reunion  at  Mt.  Airy,’  1889,  but  we  have  since  learned  that  this 
was-  an  over  estimate.  • 

Re  also  hoped  that  the  Sesqui-Centennial  would  prove  a  great 
attraction,  but  there  was  so  much  controversy  regarding  the  exposi¬ 
tion  that'  it  did  not,  bring  as  many  of  otr  cousins  to  Philadelphia  as 
we  "anticipated.  It  rained  all  day  on  both  Sept.  29  and  3t ,  and  this 
prevented  the  attendance  of. two  or  three'  hundred  Holcomb-es  who  lived 
within  a  radius  of  100  miles.  However,  what "we  lacked  in  quantity 
was  well  made  up  for  in  quality.  Te  had  as  large  an  attendance  as 
we  were  able  to  conveniently  take- care' of .  There  were  so  many  of  us 
.and  we  were  all  .talking  so  much  at  the  same  time  that  it  was  difficult 
to  keep  from  getting  "excited." 

The  plans  for  this  Reunion  actually .went  into  effect  at  a  Hol¬ 
combe  meeting  at  Lambertville >  Nov..  28,  1925->  at  the  suggestion  of 
.Cousins  Marvin  J-*  Holcombe  and  Jesse  M.  Seaver .  Local  meetings  were 
-subsequently  held  in  eleven ■ other  centers  for  the  purpose  of  forming 
committees  and  working. out  our  ;  plans .  In  connection  with  this  Reunion, 
over  20,000  circulars  and.  letters  were  mailed,  and  announcements  were 
published  in  many  newspapers  In  various  parts  of  the  country. 

Credit  Is  due  to  those  who  have'  lab  -  red,  hard  Vo  make- this  Re¬ 
union  a  success,  but'  .the  satisfaction  Which  they  have  received  from 
a  task  well  done,  the  kind  words  of  those  -who  were  present,  wrere 
their  reward.  .  Those  who  played  the  most  important  parts  in  this 
Reunion  did  so  because  they  seemed  to  be  the  logieal  ones  Vo  do  what 
they  did.  Scores  of  other  cous-ins  would  have  done  the  same  had  they 
been  In  the  same  situation.  If  some  of  them -did  little.  It  was  be¬ 
cause  they  had  little  opportunity. 
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V"e  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  .Cousin'  Marvin  J.  Holcombe,  for  the 
splendid  work  he  did,  not  only  on  the  occasion  of  the  Reunion,  but 
also  in  connection  with  his  leadership  of  the  Lambertville  Delegation. 
It  is  also  conceded  that  "THE  HOLCOMB-"  GENEALOGY"  has  done  much  to 
stimulate  interest,  not  only  in  our  ancestors,  but  in  our  cousins  of 
the  present  generation,  and  to  create  on  the  part  of  q.s  all  a  desire 
to  meet  oncanothcr,  to  know  oneanother  better  and  to  organize  our¬ 
selves  into  a  permanent  Association,  so  that  we  may  continue  the  great 
work  that  has  been  well  started. 

The  finance  Committee,  and  especially  our  Treasurer,  Charles 
Holcombe,  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the  fact  that  the  Council  al¬ 
ways  had  money  when  it  was  needed.  Cousin  Hill  lam  T7.  Holcombe  and 
numerous  other  Cousins  made  generous  loans  to  the  Council.  Following 
are  the  names  of  cousins  who  made  "contributions"  to  our  fund.
